A SOLDIER’S CHANCE. 


People wha have friends or rela- 
tives in the great war are subject to 
great suffering and anxiety- from the 
danger of not haying them come back. 
The chances or rather mischances of 
the soldiers are without doubt greatly 
intensified by affection as well as by 
a want of knowledge of statistical 
casualties. An American magazine 
published the following series of state- 
ments with regard to the soldier's 
risks. We cannot say how accurate 
they are. 

He has twenty-one chances of com- 
ing home to one chance of being kill- 
ed. 

He has ninety-eight chances of re- 
covering from a wound to two chances 
of dying. 

He has only one chance jn 500 of 
losing a limb.’ 

He will live five years longer be- 
cause of the physical training. 

He is freer from disease in the army 
than in civil life. 

He has better medical care at the 
front than at home. 


In other great wars from ten to fif-} 


teen men died of disease to one from 
bullets. 

This war is less wasteful 
than any other in history. 

Only ten per cent of all returned 
men are unable to attend to their 
former occupations. 

If your boy is one of the ten per 
cent the government will re-educate 
him in another vocation at which he 
can earn a living. 

He is doing the best he can for those 
at home, for others of the great na- 
tions involved in this war.

Child Welfare Institute and Baby Clinic 


The two-day Child’s Welfare Insti- 
tute and Baby Clinic at the Methodist 
church last week was one of the most 
valuable educational efforts that Red 
Deer has ever had the privilege of hear- 
ing and seeing. Rev. Hugh Dobson is 
an expert in his field, and his striking 
exhibits and eloquent addresses gavea 
mass of information as to child neglect 
which must lead to serious thinking. by 
all who attended. The absence of the 
men was particularly regretted, as the 
Institute, in its main features, was for 
their education, and it is badly needed. 


The chairmen at the various sessions 
were P. S. Inspector Williams, Mayor 
Smith, Mr. W. E. Payne, and Mr. R. L. 
Gaetz, and the ladies in charge are 
particularly indebted for the success of 
the Institute to, beside the speakers, 
the city doctors—Drs. DeLong, Sanders, 
Collison, and Dr. Dick, of the Home for 
Returned Soldiers; to Rev. Edward 8. 
Bishop; and to Miss Lenore Brumpton, 
secretary; Mrs. McPherson, Mrs. F. W. 
Gaetz, Miss Myrtle Smith, and Mrs. 
McGregor, of the Committee and can- 
vassers, who gave special labor to: the 
work. Miss Ebert kindly contributed 
a solo at Tuesday’s opening meeting. 


The Baby Clinic 


The Baby Clinic was a very interest- 
ing feature. Thirty-one children were 
examined by the doctors—eighteen un- 
der 1 year, thirteen over 1 year. Five 
were not registered, seven were not 
breast-fed, seven had had former sick- 
ness, nine had normal history and con- 
ditions. In twenty-two children there 
were forty-one abnormalities. These in- 
cluded those not registered, those not 
breast-fed, and those who had had 
sickness. Also one case of malnutri- 
tion, one of over-fatness, one abnor- 
mality of the bones, one of the muscles, 
three of the skin, two of the ears, one 
of the tonsils, eight of inflamed genit- 
als. Most of these conditions required 
proper hygienic attention, but in some 
cases the physician should be consult- 
ed immediately. Every unregistered 
child should be registered immediately. 


Education Through Play 


Mrs. McKay dealt with “Education 
Through Play.” Children took their 
play quite seriously, she thought. They 
put their whole power and imagination 
into it, and this gave it more power as a 
developer of character. Play was part 
of nature’s law of growth. The crea- 
tive instinct found expression in build- 
ing with blocks, etc., the hunting in- 
stinct in chasing something, the par- 
ental instinct in playing with dolls, the 
scientific instinct In making collections 
and the instinct of citizenship in team 
games. The play instinct did not tell 
children exactly what to do. Teaching 
must fill this gap. It was not good to 
leave children entirely to their own 
devices in play. 

Later, the instincts expressed in play 
found their fulfilment in work, and the 
boys’ games are exchanged for real 
things. 

The play instinct unfolded gradually. 
Up to three years the child was in the 
baby age. Its world was bounded by 
its elders. In this age was expressed 
the instinct for grasping, for striking 
and handling, for construction. From 
three to six years was the dramatic 
age. Moving things interested the 
child, and he acted things'out. This 
impersonation developed his sympa- 
thetic understanding, and this feeling 
of the rights of others led to the ap- 
preciation of state rights. Rhythmic 
games belonged here. We are natural- 
ly lovers of rhythm and this helps us 
over many hard places. After six 
years, the boy ceased to be dramatic, 
and the girl found that, after all, her 
doll was stuffed with sawdust. This 
was the age of self-assertion and fight- 
ing. From eleven years on came the 
team games and the development of 
loyalty, with its vital relation tocitizen- 
ship. 

It was regretted by an interested 
audience that a strict time limit did 
not allow Mrs. McKay to treat the 
third and fourth periods adequately. 


The Child as a Natural Asset 


Principal Locke gave a thoughtful 
address on “The Child as a Natural 
Asset.” Our national assets, he said, 
were of three classes, viz.: our natural 
resources, Our monied interests, and 
our man power. The children would 
come under the third class; and, while 
children were not ,strictly speaking, 
national assets, except potentially, it 
was our work to make them assets. In 
ancient Rome, the conquerof nation, 
the chief asset was physical, in ancient 
Greece, mental, in ancient Israel 
spiritual. And our duty now was to 
educate our children along all three 
lines. We needed to develop from 
our children citizens who would give 
service in finances, in business, as de- 
velopers of our natural resources, in 
the more strictly spiritual and intel- 
lectual callings as preachers, authors, 
physicians, lawyers and teachers, For 
all these, education was essential. But 
for education, children would remain 
children ‘and be no asset, while with 
proper education and care even mental 
defectives became an asset to the 
state. Home, church and school were 
associated in the education of the child. 
The child was an asset like a piece of 
real estate, which if left wild and un- 
developed, was useless and harmful, 
but if turned to good. account became 
of great service. 


TUESDAY AFTERNOON 


Conservation of Our Human Resources 

Rev. Hugh Dobson spoke upon ‘“Con- 
servation of Our Human Resources.” 
That child welfare is the supreme issue 
of a nation Mr. Dobson soon convinced 
his audience in a most clever address 
that was full of facts. One lesson that 
has been learned in this war, Mr. Dob- 
son stated, is the supremacy of the 
human resources. He noted how the 
leading statesmen of Great Britain, 
France and the United States have re- 
alized its importance and amid all their 
pressing duties had taken time to fur- 
ther this work. Its importance is the 
better realized when one notes the fact 
that if this conservation could have 
been carried on in Great Britain from 
the years 1872 to 1899 there would be 
1,600,000 more males to go into the war. 
What would Great Britain not give for 
just that many today? 


Remedy in Childhood 
Another striking point is that during 


the first year of the war Great Britain - 


turned down as unphysically fit 1,000,- 
000 men whose unfitness might have 


been remedied in childhood. These are 
facts well worth thinking over. 


Appalling Facts 

Some interesting and appalling facts 
followed. Taking London and New 
York as the standards, being the two 
largest cities, he stated that the infant 
mortality of the former was 87 per 1000 
while the rate of the latter was 91 per 
1000. In Ottawa last year there was a 
death rate of 188 per 1000 births of 
under one year. Coming to the west 
he mentioned one prairie city whose 
death rate was the second worst in 
Canada in 1912, being higher than Ot- 
tawa or New ‘York and three times as 
high as London, thus pointing out the 
danger of the west being too taji-com- 
placent. 

‘The facts about the prairie provinces 
are not as authentic as they might be, 
as many people have neglected regis- 
tering their children and the speaker 
very earnestly pointed out how import- 
ant it was that the registration of 
births be properly attended to as often 
the protection of the law depends upon 
these registered facts. Every parent 
owes it to his child to have every birth 
and death registered. 

In Saskatchewan there are more 
deaths under one year than from 1 to 
5, half the deaths occur under 6 years 
and 65 per cent. of the deaths occur 


under 19 years when their economic 
and potential value {s all before them. 


Care of the Baby 


A very interesting and helpful paper 
on “The Care of the Child During Its 
First Year” was given by Mrs. E. 8. 
Bishop, whose professional qualifica- 
tions and maternal experience entitle 
her to speak with authority on this sub- 
ject. Mrs. Bishop advised that scrup- 
ulous attention should be paid to the 
eyes, nose, ears and mouth at the daily 
bath; the mouth and each eye, ear, and 
nostril to be washed by clean hands 
with a separate plece of absorbent cot- 
ton dipped in boracic solution, the 
cotton to be burned afterwards. 

The ideal baby food was the mother’s 
milk, and the mother should nurse her 
baby if it is at all possible, clockwork 
regularity should be observed in hours 
of feeding, sleeping, etc. If not awake 
at feeding time, the baby should be 
waked, and it will very soon get the 
habit. Feeding should take place every 
three hours during the day at first, and 
by the time the baby is 6 or 6 months 
old, every 4 hours is often enough. An 
insufficient supply of mother’s milk 
may be supplemented by cows milk 
diluted and modified by the doctor's 
directions, ¢ 

At 6 months a stale crust of home- 
made bread or a chicken bone will aid 
in teething. 

Weaning should take place at 9 
months, and should be done gradually, 
occupying five or six weeks. If the 
baby is 9 months old in July or August, 
it should not be. weaned until cool 
weather, The need for pure, clean 
milk was emphasized. 

The under clothes should be wool, all 
clothing should be loose, to allow free 
play to the limbs, chest and abdomen. 
Babies cry when they are hungry, 
tired from being in one position too 
long, thirsty, too warm, uncomfortably 
clothed or wrapped, cold, sleepy, or in 
pain. The baby must be kept warm, 
and sometimes needs a hot water bottle 
for this purpose. Feel its feet often to 
make sure it is warm enough. 

A hearty baby gains steadily in 
weight, but it is not good for the baby to 
be too fat. A baby usually loses weight 
in the first days after birth, and may 
lose a little at six months, if vigorous 
and developing muscle, 

Fresh air is the baby’s most neces- 
sary food; either the window of the 
room the baby occupies or that of an 
adjoining room should be kept open. 
Bronchitis, broncho-pneumonia, and 
other diseases fatal to thousands of 
babies yearly, are chiefly due to bad 
air. Let the baby be out-doors as 
much as possible in summer, but not 
exposed to extreme heat. Have it out 
in winter while the sun shines, if kept 
warm and comfortable. 

Mrs. Bishop called attention to the 
need for the help of the baby’s father. 
He must help the mother so that she 
might keep well and happy, otherwise 
she was not fitted to care properly for 
the baby. 

In closing, the speaker, gave a lst of 
“don'ts,” denouncing the use of a feed- 
ing bottle with a tube; of sleeping 
medicine; of teething powders, as they 
are poison; of the “comfort”; of soiled 
clothing before it is washed, and warn- 
ing against waking the baby for any- 
thing but nursing, letting the baby’s 
skin get red or sore, lettinga fly touch 
the baby or the baby’s milk, leaving 
the baby's head without support, 
weaning the baby under nine months, 
putting the nipple of the bottle into 
one’s own mouth, feeding milk that is 
not kept clean, cool and covered; trying 
new baby foods except by the doctor's 
advice, exploiting the baby as an at- 
traction for friends and relations. 


TUESDAY EVENING 


The subject of Mr. Dobson’s address 
was “The Effect of Industrialism and 
War Upon the Family.” The speaker 
of the evening pointed out very forcibly 
that the family is the fundamental in- 
stitution, that church, school, business 
enterprises, and even the nation are de- 
veloped upon the family. The thing 
we are struggling for today is the full 
development of the child which only 
comes under freedom. 

Mr. Dobson went on to give a com- 
parison of the old days of home life and

ing the transition ‘of the centre of in- 
dustry. froma the home to the: commun- 
ity. Where’ the” mothers and’ daugh- 
ters fn the old: days manufactured the 
clothing, food, carpets, etc, in the 
home, now they do it in factories, dnd 
as they have become wage-earners 
their progress in the world has become 
marked until they are no longer de- 
pendent upon marriage as a means of 
livelihood. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON 
Marriage of the Unfit 


Mr. Dobson, took as his subject “The 
Marriage of the Unfit,” and went on to 
state that the family has been fixed by 
our ideals as regard to marriage, and 
that study on this point has revealed 
that some persons are unfitted for mar- 
ried life. 

Rev. Dobson went on tv outline the 
four classes of people who should not 
marry, namely the feeble-minded, the 
insane through heredity, those affect- 
ed with venereal diseases and those in 
whom tuberculosis is active. — 

The speaker explained the distinction 
between the physically defective and 
mentally defective. In the case of the 
former it can often be cured, in the 
case of the latter it is a state that can- 
not be cured for they lack something 
that treatment can never give. What 
they need is not a hospital but educa- 
tion, schools where the rest of their 
faculities can be developed so that they 
can do work which others have planned 
for them. In this connection Mr. Dob- 
son stated that there is no stigma to be 
attached to such mental diseases any 
more than physical diseases. 

From 60 to 80 per cent, of mental de- 
fectives are due to heredity, and con- 
sequently should be prevented from 
marrying, while the remaining 20 to 40 
per cent. are due to accidents at birth, 
diseases or other causes. He stated 
that there was no case on record where 
two mental defectives who had married 
had produced normal children, giving a 
great many facts and illustrations re- 
garding certain authentic cases on re- 
cord where from the marriage of one 
of two of such types many or all of the 
descendants had been feeble-minded, 
proving to be prostitutes, drunkards, 
criminals, etc. These cases from actual 
life served to drive home the law of 
heredity and prove his point that the 
feeble-minded should not marry. He 
then gave the classification of feeble- 
minded as the {fdiot, which is the low- 
est type, the imbecile, and the moron 
which is the highest type and difficult 
to tell, but which is a type that lacks 
thinkingpower and control and is more 
dangerous than any other since they 
are often regarded as normal and easily 
become the victims of vicious people. 

He then went on to give more inter- 
esting facts. The number of feeble- 
minded in ‘Canada is from 3 to 5 per 
thousand, which at that rate would 
give the western provinces 5000 feeble- 
minded. He stated that in the province 
of Alberta there are on record 700 
mental defectives in the schools, in 
Ontario 7000, and in the Dominion 15,- 
000. He then touched on the wrong 
treatment of these people and their pro- 
per treatment. 


Venereal Diseases 


Mr. Dobson then spoke on the sub- 
ject of venereal diseases stating that 
the feeble-minded are often carriers of 
venereal djseases. In the U.S. there 
are 20,000 people blind from gonorrhea, 
and in Great Britain 25,000 blind from 
the same disease. He emphasized the 
fact the it should be a law, as it {is in 
some parts that every child when born 
should have its eyes wiped out with 
some proper antiseptic solution, and he 
touched upon the serious problem that 
there were 35 per cent. of the births 
last year in Canada where there was 
neither doctor nor nurse in attendance. 


Serious Problem 


The speaker then went on to the sub- 
ject of syphilis, which should be dealt 
with as an infectious disease, explain- 
ing how easily it can be contracted 
from public drinking cups, or from us- 
ing a table napkin, warning the public 
against quack treatments which in 
some states are punishable by law. 
This is a civil problem which should 
have the attention of the civic author- 
ities, though the military authorities 
are more alive to the question and do- 
ing far more in dealing with it than the 
civic authorities at home. 

Mr. Dobson made the statement that 
there are some cities in Canada where 
civilian authorities today actually pro- 
tect and tolerate conditions that lead to 
the carrying out of these conditions. He 
then gave some examples of the strin- 
gent measures taken by the U.S. states 
in regard to such conditions in their 
leading cities. He urged the people to 
be alive to what it means forthe next 
generation. That it exists is due tothe 
lack of public opinion, to the ignorance 
of the people and the civic authorities. 
It should be dealt with tn the name of 
patriotism and humanity, and above all 
it should be given publicity, so that the 
facts may be shown up to the people as 


.| they really exist instead of hiding be- 


hind secrecy. By failure to deal with 
vice we do the same as the enemy, de- 
stroying and maiming human life. 

We need to save the boys and girls. 
There is a lack of chaperonage, and in 
Canada we need a little more of the 
conventions of society to safeguard, 
direct and develop human life. 

Mr. Dobson paid a glowing tribute to 
the United States in what it has done 
in this connection and asks that we 
Canadians learn to act as groups, to 
have civic pride, a public spirit and a 
deep patriotism conserving and de- 
veloping the human resources of our 
nation. 


WEDNESDAY EVENING 
Social Reconstruction After the War 


Rev. Hugh Dobson spoke ‘on “Social 
Reconstruction After the War.” Mr. 
Dobson complimented the city upon 
its park in the centre as indicative of 
the public spirit of the citizens, whose 
ideal should be a city of no slums and 
with conditions conductive of best con- 
ditions for home life. He stated that 
great issues must be faced these days 
with a new spirit and clever visions. 

The characteristic of these days is to 
work as a group, stated Mr. Dobson. 
He.is the biggest man who thinks not 
of self but in the terms of the family, 
the city or best of all, the nation. God 
is infinitely great because he thinks in 
terms of humanity. Our human life is 
developing just as the men and women 
ave showing the capacity to think of 
the nation and humanity.

No exhibit could be better handled or 
displayed than the one at present in 
the church brought there by Rev. 
Hugh Dobson, nor could any exhibit 
display more conclusively or forcibly 
the many facts in connection with child 
life. There are exhibits concerned with 
the feeble-minded of which from 3 to 5 
of every 1000 people belong to that 
class, mentally defectives of which 62 
per cent. are inmates of homes, grading 
of the mentally defectives, the cost of 
neglect of the feeble-minded, facts 
about imbe ciles, measurements for the 
scale of intelligence, facts about par- 
ents, homes, recreation, occupation, 
marriage, education, religion, medicine, 
law and many others.

A By-law of the City of Red Deer 
authorizing the issue and sale of 
Treasury Billsfor the sum of $24,000.00 
to be designated as “Series C.” 


WHEREAS by Secton 8 of Chapter 31, 
of the Statutes of Alberta, passed in 
the year 1916, it is provided that the 
Council may isene and sell Treasury 
Bills, in suck form, and payable at 
such place, «nd fer such period not 
exceeding five yearg from the issue 
of same, as the Council may by By- 
law provide, and the Treasury Bills 
so issued shui! br a first charge on 
all arrears of taxes, including school 
taxes, due to the City of Red Deer, 
provided that the Treasury Bills shall 
not at the time of issue exceed eighty 
per cent of the unpaid taxes due to 
the City of Red Deer, and further pro- 
vided that the rate of interest on said 
Treasury Bills shall not exceed eight 
per centum per annum; 


AND WHERBAS by subsection (2) of 
Section 8 of said Act it is provided 
that all arrears of taxes collected by 
the City of Red Deer shall be depos- 
ited in a Savings Bank account in 
some chartered bank or banks, to be 
known as the “Treasury Bill Trust 
Account,” and the money so depos- 
ited in the Savings Bank account 
shall be used for the sole purpose of 
redeeming the Treasury Bills as they 
become due; 


AND WHEREAS by subsection (3) 
of said section 8, it is provided that 
when sufficient arrears of taxes have 
been collected and deposited as afore- 
said to meet all outstanding Treasury 
Bills, in such case any further arrears 
of taxes collected may be used by the 
municipality for any other lawful 
purpose. 

AND WHERSAS the amount of taxes 
in arrears for the year 1917 is 
$41,519.57 


AND WHEREAS the Council of ‘the 
City of Red Deér deem it expedient 
to borrow the sum of $24,000.00 by the 
issue and sale of Treasury Bills for 
that sum, bearing interest at the rate 
of six percentum per annum, payable 
half-yearly, which is the amount of 
the debt which this By-law is intend- 
ed to create; 


AND WHERBAS it is expedient to 
make the principal of the said Treas- 
ury Bills payable by three equal an- 
nual instalments during the three 
years next after the date on which 
the By-law takes effect; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to 
make such Treasury Bills a_ first 
charge on all arrears of taxes, in- 
cluding school taxes for the year 
1917; 


AND WHEREAS the moneys so bor- 
rowed shall be used for the purposes 
for which such taxes were imposed 
or in payment of any indebtedness 
incurred for the said purposes; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the 
whole rateable property in the City 
according to the last revised assess- 
ment roll (being the roll for the year 
1918) is $2,620,670.00; 

AND WHEREAS the total amount of 
the existing debt of the City outside 
of the debt due for current expenses 
of the year 1918 is $259,923.56; 


AND WHEREAS this By-law _ shall 
take effect on the first day of July, 
1918; 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal 
Council of the City of Red Deer, duly 
assembled, enacts as follows: 


1. For the purpose aforesaid the 
sum of $24,000.00 shall be borrowed on 
the credit of the City of Red Deer and 
for that purpose the Mayor and Sec- 
retary Treasurer of the City of Red 
Deer are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to make, sign, and attach the 
Corporate Seal of the City of Red 
Deer to 24 Treasury Bills for the sum

year during the currency thereof. The

This By-law shall take effect on the 
first day of July, 1918. 


This By-law shall before the final 
passing thereof receive the assent of 
two-thirds of the duly qualified rate- 
payers voting thereon. 


6. That the votes of the electors

London, May 10.—“Operations de- 
signed to close the ports of Ostend 


and Zeebrugge were successfully com- 


pleted last night, when the obsolete 
cruiser Vindictive was sunk between 
the piers and the entrance to Ostend 
harbor,” the Admiralty announces. 

“Since ‘the attack on Zeebrugge on 
April 23rd, the Vindictive had been 
filled with concrete and. fitted as a 
block ship for this purpose. 

“Our light forces have returned to 
their’ base with the loss of one motor 


launch, which had been damaged and |’ 


was sunk by orders of the vice-admir- 
al to prevent it falling into the hands 
of the enemy. 

“Our casualties were light.” 


WELL GUARDED SECRET. 


Dover, May 10.—The decision to 
send the Vindictive to Ostend was 
made a few days after her return 
from the Zeebrugge raid, and the task 
of filling her with concrete was begun 
immediately. 

As in the joint raid on Zeebrugge 
and Ostend this latest British naval 
exploit was kept a well-guarded secret.

BRITISH GOVERNMENT | PUBLISHING BUSINESS 


SUSTAINED BY VOTE 


REFUTATION OF MAURICE 
CHARGES. 


London, May 10.—The Lloyd-George 
ministry won a notable victory in the 
house of commons Thursday. By a 
vote of 293 to 106 the house voted 
down a motion introduced by former 
Premier Asquith, providing for the 
appointment of a special commission 
to investigate charges made by 
Major General F. B. Maurice, recently 
relieved of his post of chief director 
of military operations at the war 
office. 

The action of the house of commons 
in turning down the Asquith motion 


by a large majority generally accords ! 


| 


with the views various newspapers 
expressed previous to the premier’s 
statement in the house. The staunch 
supporters’ of Premier “Lloyd Georg 
accept his statement without question 
and regard it ag a complete refutation 
of the charges made by Major General 
Maurice.Those papers which urged an 
inquiry treat the speech as having a 
restricted value and as being an ex 
parte statement, though they admit 
is was a good effort. 

Among the former papers is the 
Daily Mail, which says that not a rag 
of General -Maurice’s pretentious in- 
dictment is left and asks who again 
will ever pay the least attention to 
anything he says. It declares that 
former Premier Asquith was out-gen- 
eralled and out-fought. 

The premier’s answer, says the 
Daily Telegraph, was complete and 
overwhelming and showed that Gen- 
eral Maurice had not a shadow of 
justification for any of his charges. 


ISSUBS STILL OBSCURE. 


The Daily Chronicle, voicing the 
second view, says the issues were left 
in the same mischievous obscurity as 
before the premier spoke, because of 
the uncertainty in the mind of the 
public. It declares the  premier’s 
statement does not remove the serious 
disquiet from the minds of the army. 

The Daily News refers to the pre- 
mier’g withdrawal of the plan of a 
judicial inquiry as political jugglery 
and says he balked the inquiry into 
charges affecting British honor and 
the honor of Parliament. The Daily 
News adds: 

-“Major General Maurice’s charges 
remain unaffected by this melodrama 
and the public is left to laugh or weep, 
according to its humor, at the latest 
achievement of political wizardry.” 

Premier Lloyd George, says’ the 
Morning Post, sought to substantiate 
one series of: onesided and unsupport- 
ed statements by another series: 

“Because the house of commons 
chose to be satisfied with Mr. Lloyd 
George's statement,” it adds, “it does 
not follow that the people outside the 
house will be equally pliable. In this 
matter as in others the commons haa 
ceased to represent the nation. The 
government survived another emer- 
gency, but under existing conditions 
it must recur and each succeeding 
crisis leaves it weaker and more dis- 
credited.” 


DROPS CRY FOR INQUIRY. 


The Times, apparently converted 
from some of its previously expressed 
views by the premier’s speech, drops 
its contention in favor of an inquiry. 
It refers to the premier’s “staggering 
and startling revelations” with refer- 
ence to the siatements of Major Gen- 
eral Maurice, whose whole case, it 
says, goes by default. It adds that it 
is charitable to assume that Gen. 
Maurice was made the instrument of 
more able and less honorable men and 
thinks it hardly surprising that the 
house of commons should have re- 
fused so decisively to hear any more 
of him.

U.S. SENDING LARGE ARMY. 


According to the revised estimate 
of Major General George W. Goethals, 
acting quartermaster’ general, the 
United States will have an army of 
2,200,000 men by July 1. This means 
that by that date there will be 60,000 
more men in training than were con- 
templated when the original estimates 
for the next fiscal year were sent to 
Congress And as a result of the re- 
vision of these figures it is probable 
that an appropriation of $10,000,000,000 
to $11,000,000,000 will be asked for the 
army. Upon thig basis of increase, 
the army by the end of the year is 
likely to be up to the strength of 

3,000,000 men. 

It is also proposed to increase the 
strength of the marine corps from 
30,000 to 75,000 men. The plan is to 
maintain a full division of 28,000 mar- 
ines on the battlefields of France per- 
manently, leaving 47,000 for replace- 
ments and reserves. When the Unit- 
ed States became involved in the war 
the marine corps numbered but 15,000 
men.

London, May 10.—In the period be- 
tween March 21, when the German 
offensive was begun, and April 25, the 
losses of the French were only one- 
fourth to one-fifth those of the British. 
This statement was made today by a 
representative of General Delma Rad- 
cliffe, chief director of military opera- 
tions. Since April 25th, he said, there 
has been no reason to believe’ the 
losses of the French have been any 
heavier than those of the British. 

(The British losses since March 21 
were estimated on May 4 by the Brit- 


ish military mjssion at Washington at

This information was given out in 
refutation of the German propaganda 
that the French have been bearing the 
brunt of the battle.

The 
total securities of the road, he said, 
were $67,360,670.

To 
fully complete the unfinished sections 
of the road would absorb a_ large 
amount of money, sad Mr. MacLean.

-CITY-COUNCIL MEET - 


There were four-members of the 
Council present two’ minutes _ before 
eight o’clock on. Thursday evening 
last at the regular meeting,- namely, 
Aldermen Campbell, Collison,Galbraith 
and Lord, and His Worship Mayor 
Smith .called the meeting to order 
promptly -on time. 

Ald. Day entered and took his seat. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 

A letter was read from the solicitors 
re taxes due by Corporation Episco- 
pale, recommending action to collect 
same. : 

The solicitors wrote re _ property 
purchased at tax sale by L. J. Cars- 
well. 

A letter was received from Domin- 
ion Government with permission to 
issue treasury notes. 

G. W. Ball wrote that he was not 


‘using his store, and asked that he be 


exempt from business tax. 

Senator E. Michener wrote he would 
be pleased to comply with the city’s 
request to represent the municipality 
at the meeting of the Canadian muni- 
cipalities. 

Moved by Aldermen Collison and 
Galbraith that the business tax of G. 
W. Ball be reduced to $20, rental basis 
of $20 a month. Carried. ‘ 

The Salvation Army wrote re chang- 
es necessary in the property purchas- 
er for a Salvation Hall, and asked for 
power to make these changes. 

Moved by Ald. Lord and Campbell 
that the Salvation Army be permitted 
to make alterations to property at the 
corner of First Street North and First 
Avenue East as per their plans sub- 
mitted and their letter of details at- 
tached. Carried. 

Dr. T. J. Norman, Provincial Medi- 
cal Officer of Health, wrote the coun- 
cil re the smallpox case in the Isola- 
tion hospital, stating that the govern- 
ment made a grant of 25c a day for 
all patients in hospitals, and contend- 
ed the city must take in any case of 
thig kind, even if they come from the 
country, and compensate itself out of 
said grant. 

The Council contended this referred 
only to ordinary sickness and not to 
infectious disease, and the Commis- 
sioners will take the matter up fur- 
ther with the government. 

Ald. Stone entered and took his seat. 

A letter was received from the 
Union of Canadian Municipalities 
stating the convention would be held 
on July 9-10-11, at Victoria, B.C., and 
urging that the city send representa- 
tives to it. 

The Canadian Fish and Cold Stor- 
age Co., Limited, sent a circular to the 
city re the use of fish by the people 
of this city, showing that flat fish per 
100 Ibs., cost as follows: f.o.b. cars, 
$5.75; Express charges about $1.25; 
retail profit $3.00; price to be charged 
consumer about $10.00. Codfish $1.00 
more. These fish are sold frozen, 
headed and dressed, and ready for 
cooking. 

Solicitor Graham handed in the fol- 
lowing motion which he was asked to 
draw up: 

Moved by Ald. Campbell and Gal- 
braith, that whereas Lewis James 
Carswell, of Penhold, in the Province 
of Alberta, purchased from the City 
of Red Deer at a tax sale the follow- 
ing lands: Lots 18 to 25 in Block 16, 
Plan H., and lots 20, 21 and 22, Block 
7, Plan 3732-P, 

And whereas the solicitors of the 
said Lewis James Carswell have 
written the City of Red Deer request- 
ing a refund of the purchase price and 
of the taxes paid by the said Lewis 
James Carswell in connection with the 
said lands, together with interest on 
the sum so paid at the rate of 5 per 
cent per annum, on the ground that 
the said Lewis James Carswell has 
found it impossible to have his title 
to the said lands perfected, owing to 
a mistake in the description of the 
said landg at the time of the sale 
thereof, 

And whereas the amount requested 
to be refunded as aforesaid is the sum 
of $640.10 in connection with the said 
lots in plan 3732-P, and the sum of 
$936.30 in connection with the said 
lots in plan H, being a total sum of 
$1576.40, which includes interest at 
the rate of 5 per cent per annum up 
to the 1st of April, 1918. 

And whereas it appears just and 
equitable that the said refund with in- 
terest. at the rate of 5 per cent per 
annum should be made by the city. 

Be it therefore resolved that the 
Municipal Council of the City of Red 
Deer acknowledge its indebtedness to 
Lewis James Carswell, of Penhold, in 
the sum of $1,576.40, with interest 
thereon at the rate of five per cent per 
annum from the Ist of April, 1918, and 
that the said City of Red Deer will 
pay the said sum with interest as 
aforesaid to the said Lewis James 
Carswell within three months of the 
date of demand thereof by the said 
Lewis James Carswell. Carried. 


COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The Council went into committee of 
the whole on the Commissioners’ re- 
port, which was as follows: 

The Council, City of Red Deer, 

Gentlemen,—We beg to submit our 
regular report as follows: 

Aldermen Galbraith, Stone and Lord 
together with Commissioner Stephen- 
son, inspected the Creamery property 
and agreed to permit the Creamery to 
keep not over 15 hogs there during 
the pleasure of the Council. i 

We requested J. <A. McGregor, 
Supt. C.P.R., to arrange to meet the 
Commissioners when he next visits 
Red Deer, to discuss the question of 
accounts for water connection. We 
have not had a reply as yet. 

We requested Payne and Graham to 
notify the C. and E. Townsite Co. 
that unless a transfer to the Skating 
Rink Site is delivered immediately 
action would be taken. Reply is sub- 
mitted herewith. 

We have inspected all buildings at 
Exhibition grounds and found them in 
good order. Part of the fence sur- 
rounding the grounds was blowndown. 
This has been repaired, and notices 
posted warning against trespassing. 

We inspected the streets where 
grading is required, and have had one 
block on Second Ave. East from 
Fourth Street North to Fifth Street 


‘N. graded. Some streets in Parkvale

will be graded next.::- 

We inspected: the Hospital: grounds 
and directed to have the front part 
plowed and disced, and part of it plant- 
ed to potatoes. Part will be seeded 
down to‘grass. : 

We are preparing statement of our 
requirements for the balance of the 
year, and will take up with the Im- 
perial bank at once the matter of fin- 
ancing, 

Many sidewalks are in bad. repair, 
and some are becoming dangerous. 
We recommend that we be authorized 
to take up the walk on the west side 
of the City square-and replace it with 
a cinder walk six: feet wide as.an ex- 
periment. The cost for lumber will 
only be about $15.00 and we believe 
it will prove satisfactory. We .also 
recommend that we be authorized to. 
lay a four foot cinder walk on the 
south side of 3rd Street south between 
1st Ave. East and 2nd Ave. East: The 
cost will only be about $30.00 for lum- 
ber and this will serve the houses of 
Mr. EB. Edgington who petitioned for 
a walk. Should these walks prove 
satisfactory more can be laid later. 

We have instructed Foreman Jones 
to repair the walks that are danger- 
ous. 

We submit herewith. By-law to auth- 
orize the issuing of City Treasury 
Bills for $24,000.00 against 1917 ar- 
rears of taxes. This By-law will have 
to be advertised and voted on by the 
ratepayers. 

We have received a copy of the 
Supplementary Revenue Act provid- 
ing for an additional levy of one mill 
on the dollar. We submit a By-law 
levying this tax, which it is compul- 
sory for the Council to pass. We will 
then have to have special notices 
printed and mailed and keep separate 
records of this tax. We would also 
point out that the commission allowed 
for collection will not even pay the 
postage required, and the balance of 
the costs will have to be paid out of 
the general revenues of the city. 

We have received a copy of tbe 
Act exempting from taxation Soldiers’ 
Homes. A register of properties 
must be made, which will be sub- 
mitted to you when completed, and 
it Will then be necessary to refund 
any taxes paid for this year on any of 
these properties. 

The beaver are again cutting down 
trees in Waskasoo Park, and if they 
are allowed to remain in this Park 
the trees -will soon ‘all de destroyed. 
As these trees cannot be replaced, 
and without them the beauties of the 
Park will be gone, we are reluctantly 
compelled to recommend that the 
beaver be driven out by keeping their 
dams destroyed. They will then move 
further up the creeks as others have 
done in the past. 

Pursuant to your instructions we 
requested the Western General Elec- 
tric Company to submit a proposition 
regarding the changing of the street 
lighting, also regarding the granting 
of free water to the Veterans’ Club. 
As no replies were received we again 
wrote asking for a reply. No reply 
has beer received. We therefore re- 
commend that the City rebate. to the 
Veterans’ Club the City’s share of the 
water rates and only charge them 
sufficient to pay the proportion of the 
annual rates payable to the Western 
General Electric Co. 

We submit herewith agreement re 
retaining wall in front of the property 
of Mr. Rutledge. As the price of la- 
bor and material is much higher this 
year than last year, and collection of 
taxes uncertain, we recommend that 
this work be not proceeded with this 
year. 

We submit herewith sketch plan of 
proposed alteration of the old Steam 
Laundry building for a Salvation 
Army barracks. az 

We recommend that the offer of Jas. 
Bower re compromise of arrears of 
taxes on Depot addition be accepted 
provided the subdivision be cancelled 
within two years. 

We submit departmental reports for 
April. 

We submit statement of receipts 
and disbursements for April. 

We submit accounts for your auth- 
orization to pay. 

We recommend that the City Solici- 
tors be instructed to enter suit against 
Le Corporation Episcopale Catholique 
Romaine de St. Albert for the taxes 
on lots 1 to 11, block 8, Plan H. 

We recommend that a By-law be 
prepared to license and _ regulate 
second hand and junk dealers 

We recommend that a By-law be 
prepared governing traffic, and other 
matters not covered by present By- 
laws. 

All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

The monthly reports of Police, the 
Medical Officer and Fire Brigade were 
presented and read. 

Report of the Health department 
for April: 

During the month there were a few 
cases of chicken pox and measles. A 
man was brought into the city from 
the L.I. District south-east of Red 
Deer and placed in the isolation hos- 
Pital, suffering from smallpox. We 
have taken up the matter with the 
government of paying his expenses 
with the Provincial Medical Officer of 
Health, and believe they will have to 
pay these expenses. It is not so much 


the question of the expense of this 
case; but thb principle, which we must 
have settled so.that it will apply to 
future cases. We intend pushing the 
question to an issue as soon as the 
patient is discharged from quarantine. 
The work of sanitary inspection has 
been started and will soon be com- 
pleted. Fewer complaints as to milk 
supply have been received this month 
than formerly. Waterworks intake 
and sewer outlet are in good condition. 
These are frequently inspected by 
Foreman Jones.

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FAILURE OF HUNS TO 
REACH THEIR OBJECTIVE 


With the British Army in France, 
May 10.—The Germans had intended 
to make a much mére pretentious as- 
sault in Flanders yesterday than they 
were actually able to carry out, it has 
been learned. Their failure was due 
to the excallent wark of ths alied 
gunners ani to a small coincident 
operation by the French east of Scher- 
penberg which came at the right 
-1cment to help upset the enemy plans 
in thig sector. 7 

The enemy attack, as actually exe- 
cuted, lay, roughly between Laclytte 
and Voormezeele, and it “was made, 
principally by the 52nd German re- 
serve division—fresh troops which 
had not been used since the May off- 
ensive began—assisted by the 56th 
regulars. 

Fresh details which have come to 
hand and statements by prisoners, 
would indicate that the enemy had 
intended to attack with five divisions 
on a much wider front, mainly be- 
tween Locre and the Ypres-Comines 
canal, and it is quite possible that this 
drive was meant to be the forerunner 
of a grand smash to push up west of 
Ypres and thereby threaten the Brit- 
ish hold on the ruined city. 

ALL NIGHT BOMBARDMENT. 

The Germans preceded their ad- 
vance by a terrific all night bombard- 
ment against both British and French 
over a wide front. At 9.30 o'clock the 
infantry drive was started by the 
52nd reserve, which was sent against 
the British in Ridge wood and the 
neighborhood to the southwest of 
Voormezeele and by the 56th division 
which attacked the British on the 
right and the French on the left. Be- 
fore the battle started in earnest, 
however, several things happened 
which were to have a vital bearing on 
the day’s program. <Along the Ypres- 
Comines canal an unusual movement 
among the enemy had brought down a 
tremendous barrage from the British 
guns against a German division on the 
right of the 52nd division. 

ENEMY BADLY SMASHED. 

Nothing further happened along this 
sector, but it appeared later that the 
enemy had been assembling here to 
participate in the attack, and had been 
so badly smashed that the idea oftheir 
taking part had been abandoned. 

In the meantime, along the French 
front, between Locre and Laclytte the 
French had their eyes open and began 
a heavy bombardment. Also the 
French had undertaken a small oper- 
ation in the early morning for the cap- 
ture of a position east of Scherpen- 
berg hill. The combination of the 
French attack and the great bombard- 
ment completely upset the German 
plans, for the additional German div- 
isions, which were assembling to as- 
sist their comrades on the right, could 
not be brought in. As a consequence 
the assault was confined to a two-div- 
ision affair which was directed mainly 
against the British about Ridge Wood.
